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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Mr. Robert Hayden on 10/26/05, 

Claims 11-15 have been cancelled. 

This statement explains how the reference to Kim et al (Fig. 5) anticipates 
independent claim 11. 

Kim et al (Fig. 5) discloses an amplifier circuit comprising an envelope shaping 
circuit (220) which generates a voltage control signal (output of 220) based upon power 
levels of the signal (output of 210), the voltage (VGG, PEAKING) biases a peak 
amplifier (PA) of the power amplifier via the voltage control signal (output of 220), and 
the voltage (VGG, CARRIER) biases a carrier amplifier (CA) of the power amplifier 
independently from the voltage control signal [the voltage (VGG, PEAKING) is 
independent from the voltage (VGG, CARRIER)]. It should be noted that the limitation of 
"receiving signals transmitted by a remote base station" recited in claim 1 1 is intended 
use of the invention and thus Kim et al (Fig. 5) is capable of performing such intended 
use. 
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Reasons for Allowance 



Claims 1-10 and 16-36 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claims 1,10 and 16, the closest prior art of record, Kim et al (Fig. 5) does not disclose 
the following limitations: a second quarter wavelength transformer coupled to a peak 
amplifier output terminal, an output of the first quarter wavelength transformer and the 
output stage. Regarding claim 3, the closest prior art of record, Kim et al (Fig. 5) does 
not disclose the following limitations: the inside structures of the peak amplifier. 
Regarding claims 29 and 33, the closest prior art of record, Kim et al (Fig. 5) does not 
disclose the following limitations: the functional limitations of the means for generafing a 
voltage control signal.
